WINNIPEG, Sept. 28.—Manitoba's 
total crop area for 1920 sligntly ex- 
cceds 6,000,000 acres, but falls short) 
of Jast year's figures by 800,000 acras, 
according to official estimates given 
oit today by the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture. Despite de- 
creases, however, tae crop is expected 
th yield a record financial] return to 
ftrmers. The total estimated wheat 
acreage is 2,705.622 ucres, as against 
2,880,801 acces in 1919, Oats acre- 
age incrgased 26,867 with a _ total 
nereage of 1,878,954 acres. Barley and 
rye show a decrease while flax shows 
a nothble increase, there being 98,- 
000 acres more sown tais year than 
last,

Mrs. Sarah Jackson Found Guilty 
Of Having Murdered Her Husband 
Sentenced to be Hanged Dec. 21 


After Twenty Minutes Deliberation Jury Brings in Verdict 


With Strong Plea That 


to The Governor-General at Ottawa—Mrs. Jackson 
First Woman in Alberta to Be Found Guilty of Murder 
And to Be Sentenced to Be Hanged 


Mrs. Sarah Jackson, tried for the 
murder of her husband, Hugh Jack- 
son, at Swan River last Christmas. 
was found guilty by the jury's ver- 
dict Tuesday afternoon and sentenc- 
ed to pay the supreme penalty of the 
law at Fort Saskatchewan on De- 
cember 2ist. The jury after twenty 
minutes deliberation returned with 
the verdict of guilty and made a 
strong plea that leniency be recom- 
mended to the governor-general at 
Ottawa. Mrs, Jackson is the first 
woman in the province to aave been 
found gulity of murder and to be 
sentagced to be hanged, as far as can 
be learned from those In a_ position 
to know. EB. 3B. Cogswell, K.C. 
crown prosecutor recalled the trial of 
another woman on a s‘milar charee 
at Grande Prairie whose crime was 
reduced to that of manslaugater and 
given life imprisonment, aut 

The accused woman learned of her 
sentence in silence and made no state- 
ment on her own behalf. She was 
fmmediately taken from the court to 
the fort where she wil! be retained 
till the day of execution. 

In passing sentence Mr. Justice 
Walsh reminded her that the plea of 
the jury for leniency would be for- 
warded to Ottawa and that the gov- 
ernor-general would, as ‘s the cus- 
tom, give it every due consideration 
and the sentence which he was obli- 
ed, in the very nature of the case, to

Graced by excellent weather the 
nth annual exhib tion of the Colin- 
ton Agricultural society attended by 
more than five hundred residents of 
the surrounding district on Wednes- 
day last easily outdistanced in quality, 
and number of entries, and attendance 
any previous fair of the enterpr sing 
little town nine miles south of Atha- 
basoa on the Canadian National line. 

Shorty after two oclook in the 
afternoon when the crowds from the 
country and neighboring towns had 
arrived in goodly numbers the dis- 
tant whirr of a fast approaching plane 
heralded the speedy arrival of an air- 
men, Captaia Gorman of (Edmonton, 
who cireled over the field many times 
during tie afternoon adding much to 
the interest of the fair. Several of 
the spec. \tors were taken up by the 
alr man, these including the secre- 
tary and manager of the fair, N. O, 
Jack, who took a trial spin to Atha- 
basca and return with the pilot. 

Upholds Laurels 

The centre of a fine agricultural and 
mixed farming district, Cotinton, 
named in honor of the well known 
suburb of Edinburgh, Scotland, if 
1912, fully upheld its laurels on Wed- 
nesday as a steady progressive settle- 
ment and by the many excellent ex- 
hibits in all classes added greatiy to 
the reputation already made as an 
agricultural distr’ct of the first order. 
Nestled in the picturesque Tawatinaw 
valley, this Colinton of western Can- 
ada presents a replica landscape pic- 
ture of {ts namesake in the old land, 
the writer having on several occasions 
visited Ed’nburgh and the! surround- 
ing country while overseas. 

William Brown. an Ontario farmer 
first homesteaded the quarter section 
on which the town now stands. The 
farm bought in 1910 by J.M Milne of 
Colintor, Scotland, the name was 
given the townsite in 1912 after the 
advent of the re'lway. 

In less than & decade a heavy settle- 
ment of Eastern Canadian, British and 
United States e@cttlers in the district 
surrounding Colinton have produced 
many progressive farms that now dot 
the country for many miles out from 
the llttle town. Taking into consid- 
eration the late settlement of the Col- 
jnon district the average area under 
crop of forty acres throughout the 
country speaks well for the industry of 
its pioneers and the encouragement 
which the tilling of the soil gives to 
those making homes in this new dis- 
trict. 

Settlers Making Gocd 

The class of settlers who have 1o- 
cated within the Colinton district are 
of that industrious and ambitious type 
that would make good ‘wherever 
iptel‘igent methods in farming would 
produce favorable results. That these 
results are being constantly attained 
is substantiated by the increased num- 
ber of entries year by year of the 
Colinton Agricultural society, the 
steady growth of the town and sur- 
rounding district and the evident 
large areas of new land that are being 
cleared and put under the plough.

While 
the Colinton team played well it was 
whispered around that over half of 
the Atsabasca team were imported 
from Edmonton for the expressed pur- 
pose of trimming Colinton.

As To Apples. 

Vernon, B.C. fruit growers, 
assuved the tariff commission that 
if U.S. growers were allowed to 
‘dump”’ inferior grades of apples 
onto the prairie market their 
business would be hurt. But when 
the U.S. growers are prevented 
sending good grades of apples 
into the prairie market at lower 
prices than: are demanded for 
B.C. fruit, is not the business of 
the prairic people hurt? It is 
not the competition of inferior 
U.S. apples the B.C. men need to 
fear, and do fear, but the com- 
petition of equally good apples 
offered at lower prices. The 
legend that prairie people prefer 
inferior apples, and can. be ke 
from buying them y ‘by a 
hibitory tariff, is only useful for 
argumentative purposes. 

The Washington growers prob- 
ably could not produce a poorer 
grade of apples if they tried than 
some of the B. O. apples that have 
been put on sale in the prairic 
country during,'the last few weeks. 
They could not produce a finer 
grade of apples than B.C. some- 
times sends to the prairie country. 
The ffect of the prohibitive tariff 
is to enable B.C. to unload in- 
ferior, as well as superior, grades 
onto the prairie consumer, where- 
as without the tariff the prairie 
consumer could get the best from 
both B.C. and Washington, and 
inferior grades in both fruit dis- 
tricts could be fed to the pigs.

Safety First. 


Automobilists who have neg- 
lected to put dimmers on _ their 
headlights have been reminded by 
several police court prosecutions 
recently of what the law requires 
in that respect. While attention is 
being thus paid to traffic regula- 
tions in the interests of safety, it 
would be in order to enforce more 
strictly the requirement that bi- 
cycles shall also display lights at 
night. Not infrequently riders are 
{to be seen scooting along the 
streets in the evening with neither} 
front nor rear lights. A machine, 
equipped with both is rather a 
novelty. These venturesome wheel- 
men are risking their lives, as well 
as violating the law, for they oc- 
casionally round a corner directly 
in front of an automobile. When| 
the lights on the car are dimmed 
the driver has small chance of see- 
ing the bicycle unless there hap- 
pens to be an arc light at the inter- 
section, and the probability is that 
one of these evenings a cyclist will 
jbe run over in consequence, 
“‘bike’’ at night should be made, 
to carry a light ahead, and either 
a light at the rear or a reflector!

Thia pro- 
posal fel] to the ground, as did others 
for imperia] co-cperation on the sea. 
Australia commenced to establish a | 
fleet unit, the majority of the ships of 
which were constructed in Great Bri- 
tain. The Malay States contributed a 
battle crulser; New Zealand gave an- 
ether. India has been contributing 
for the upkeep of the British vessels 
stationed in her waters, and al) these 
portions of the empire have in some 
particular helped.

EIGHT-HOUR DAY IN SWEDEN, | 
From Montreal Gazette; | 
Sweden has had an instructive ox- 
perience with the statutory eight-hour 
day. For nearly three years a Social- 
fet government has been in power in 
Aweden, headed by Professor Eden, 
and the enactment of an vernment’s | 


jaw was one of this government's 
works. In justice to Professor Hden 
and hia colleagues, jt must be sald | 
that the law was passed upon an as- | 
surance, given by labor leaders and 
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| 
by the well known Soclalist epokes- 


man, Hjalmur Branting, that the lmi- 
tation of the hours of labor would not 
lessen production. The same asesur- 
ance is given wherever the statutory 
eight-hour day ts advocated, including 
this country, despite the fact that) 
shortening the work-day has always 
been followed by a reduction in out- 
put. It is an empty premise, a fact of 
which the Swedish experiment furn- 
ishes additional proof. The operation 
of the law has recently been under in- 
vestigation by a ministerial commit: 
tee, which found unanimously that a 
shorter work-day had not encouraged 
individual industry, that in no single 
branch of activity had the employees 
shown greater efficiency, but that pro- 
duction had, on the contrary, declin- 
ed. So serious had the eituation be- 
come, with the increased cost of labor 
and equipment and the heavy obliga- 
tions imposed upon the industries in 
counection with workmen's housing, 
that a number of large plants had 
found it impossible to operate at a 
profit and were faced with the neces- 
sity of suspension, a worse thing for 
labor, it would seem, than a reason- 
able work-day. 

The failure of the experiment has 
been complete, although the promot- 
ers and beneficiaries of the law had 
every opportunity of making it a suc- 
cess, ‘Councils of employees, employ- 
ers and government representatives 
were set up for the purpose of ensur- 
ing observance of the law, and the em- 
ployer who violated the terms of the 
statute was liable to be heavily fined. 
With the law as they wanted it, with 
this machinery for its enforcement, 
and with a sympathetic government, 
Swedish labor has not succeeded in 
proving the etatutory eight-hour day 
to be other thana menace to industry, 
a check upon production, and an im- 
pediment to national prosperity. The 
investigation committee, in an Inquiry 
covering a period of elght months, 
found this to be 6o and has recom- 
mended a revision of the act so that 
the length of the work-day may be 
regulated by conditions and agreed 
upon by the employers and employees 
concerned. The conclusion, put in 
other words, is that a rigid elght-hour 
day system {fs economically impractic- 
able, that what may do for one indus- 
try cannot be applied successfully in 
another, and that elasticity is not only 
desirable but necessary. The lesson 
‘a particularly pointed, so far as Can- 
ada is concerned, because there are 
important seasonal industries common 
to the two countries. If the eight- 
hour day has failed in Sweden, it cer- 
tainiy cannot succeed in Canada. It 
hae failed in Sweden after a fair trial 
Compulsory education is carried to 
an extreme length in Sweden, and the 
men who made this experiment in 
their own behalf had every edvantage 
necessary for bringing it to success.
